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DETAILED ACTION 
Remarks 

1 . In view of amendments and upon agreement reached with Attorney Daniel L. 
Girdwood in the interview of April 1 1 , 2003, the Examiner withdraws the rejection under 
35 U.S.C 102 (e) to claims 2-5,7,9-13 and the rejection under 35 U.S.C 103 (a) to 
claimS 6 and 8. The cancellation of claims 1 ,8, 14-21 and the addition of claims 22-31 
have been acknowledged. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement filed on 7/8/2003 fails to comply with 37 
CFR 1.98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each U.S. and foreign patent; each 
publication or that portion which caused it to be listed; and all other information or that 
portion which caused it to be listed. 

A copy of "JP 10-174543" was not found. It has been placed in the application 
file, but the information referred to therein has not been considered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 2-7,9-13,22-31 are allowed. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the prior art of record does not show a stator support structure for an electric 
machine, comprising a divided-coil type stator including a plurality of divided stator 
cores and a plurality of stator coils wound around the stator cores, respectively; a first 
rotor disposed inside the divided-coil type stator; a second rotor disposed outside the 
divided-coil type stator; a first stator support member supporting one side of the divided- 
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coil type stator ; a second stator support member supporting the other side of the 
divided- coil type stator; and a plurality of positioning projection members which are 
located between the first and second stator support members, wherein each of the 
positioning projection members is monolithically integral with one of the stator support 
members and wherein each of the positioning projection members is in contact with one 
of the plurality of divided stator cores.
